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1 . I am the named inventor in the above-captioned application. 

2. I am employed as a consulting engineer for GTECH Corporation. 

3. I have worked in the lottery industry for over thirty years. Prior to joining GTECH 
Corporation, I worked for the Massachusetts Lottery for over twenty years. I am very familiar 
with instant ticket lottery games and the processes and systems used to operate them. During the 
course of my work in the lottery industry, I have worked on the development and deployment of 
systems for managing instant ticket lottery games with several different state and international 
lottery organizations. 

4. Attached to this declaration as Ex. A. is a true and correct copy of a news article from the 
Associated Press describing a situation in Massachusetts where a million dollar winning instant 
lottery ticket from the "$10,000,000 Hold'em Poker" game was allegedly discarded by its 
purchaser. The article reports that the dispute over ownership of the winning ticket resulted in 
litigation. 

5. Attached to this declaration as Ex. B are true and correct copies of scratched and unscratched 
instant lottery tickets for the Massachusetts Lottery's "$10,000,000 Hold'em Poker" lottery 
ticket game. 
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6. Based on my experience with instant ticket lotteries, I believe that unredeemed winning 
instant lottery tickets are perceived as a problem by state lotteries, as well as by lottery 
customers. 

7. Based on my experience with instant ticket lotteries, I believe the problem of unredeemed 
lottery tickets has increased as instant lottery tickets have become more complex. 

8. Based on my experience with instant ticket lotteries, it is my belief that there is a long felt 
need for alternative approaches to indicate to instant lottery ticket purchasers that they are in 
possession of a winning instant lottery ticket Furthermore, I believe that the use of my claimed 
invention would satisfy this need and reduce the likelihood of winning instant lottery tickets 
going unredeemed. 

9 I declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and all statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true; and 1 further declare that these statements 
were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable 
by fine or imprisonment, or both, under § 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and that 
such willful statements may jeopardize the validity of the application and any patent issuing 
thereon.
